While President Tom
dows not go to the extent of saying a
player would be called out If he actu-
ally wae safe in sliding to firat, he
sldes with hls umplre in the contro
versy on the ground that a player
slides to first only to oonfuse the
arbiter and really loses time thereby.

In regard to Johnstone's case, the
league head says that In the absence
of definite Information his opinion
would be that the player was pul
out of the game for turning back and
talking to the umpire instead of trying
to get signals.
